maybe reckoned as the only proper illus- 
trations of the progress ofeYents in Nicara- 
gua. It is very generally safe to calculate 
that if one steamer has brought intelligence 
of a peculiarly cheering character, the next 
will throw cold water upon it; and that if 
we have heard by one arrival that Walker 
is completely surrounded, and all his troops 
on the point of starvation—the next arrival 
will give us intelligence that now their 
is no longer any obstruction in the path, 
of Walker, and a fe* weeks will see him

of Nicaragua .and

Republic.

The heating, lighting, and ventilating of the 
building has recieved particular attention. — 
The ceilings will be remarkably fine, being

The Late Storm.—The late storm ap- 


pears to have extended over a large circuit, 
to the West and South. 


The packet ships Geo. Washington and 


Parliament, which rode out the gale at 
Quarantine, arrived safely at the wharves 
yesterday morning. The British brig Echo, 
Capt. Esdale, from Maitland, N. S., with a 
cargo of wood, wer.t ashore on Ipswich 
Beach about 11 o'clock, Tuesday forenoon, 
and became a total loss. All hands were 
saved. A deeply laden ship, with painted 
ports, was seen yesterday morning off Cape 
Cod, 
standing northward, under double 


reefed topsail and reefed 
courses. The 


barque Nueces, ashore at Cohasset, remains 
in a critical condition. The passengers were 
got oft'Tuesday afternoon, not by surf-boats, 
as first reported, but by means of ,a double 
tackle connecting the vessel with the shore. 
A chair was secured to a passenger, and the 
whole was operated by some thirty men.— 
The Hurd family consists of Mrs. Hurd, a 
daughter and two sons. The people of Co- 
hasset worked most vigilantly to save those 
in peril. The beach presented a scene of 
intense excitement during the greater part 
of Tuesday. More than five hundred peo- 
ple were ranged along the shore, fearing 
every minute to see the ill-fated barque part 
her cables, and borne by the fury of the gale 
and sea, dashed into atoms along the strand 
In her drifting the Nueces came in contact 
with a rock upon the beach weighing twenty 
tons, which was driven 200 feet. 
The 


storm was very severe at Gloucester. 
A 


large fleet of vessels was' at anchor in the 
harbor and remained safe. No damage has 
been done by the gale at Cape Ann. At 
Marblehead the storm was terrific. 
The 


fishing sehr. Ariel and another sehr. are 
ashore at Eiver Head Beach. Sehr. Eliza 
Ann, of Marblehead, parted her cable on 
Tuesday and was driven ashore on the rocks 
above Second Cove. By great exertions she 
was got off. 
A large fleet of vessels in the 


harbor rode out the gale without any injury 
.whatever.—Boston Bee. 


The survey of the proposed new portion 


of railroad, extending from the

Stonington road to Groton, has been com- 
pleted, the line located, the right of way 
taken up, and all the preliminary steps 
taken for immediate construction.
